Ben-Gurion admits defeat

General elections ,will be. held in Israel unless some solution 
of the Government cr isis can be found by the beginning of next week. 
Mr Ben-Gurion has informed: President Ben-Zvi that he is unable to 
forin 2 coalition, and Mapai therefore sees no alternative to holding 
nections. A Bill recommending the dissolution of the sata will 
be presented Mi: next week. 
Nevertheless, President Ben-Zvi has not yet given up hope of 
avouling ips election. He intends to hold “ second round ” consulta- 
fons with various party representatives, hoping to persuade the 
rogressive Party to’ change its mind and join in a coalition with the 
religious parties. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion seems to be convinced that new elections are 
unavoidable, despite his belief that they would damage the country’s 
Elections ‘wauld take place some time. between June and October. 
Th former date is favoured by the majority of political parties ; 
while Mapai wants to have an 
autumn election.

NON-RETALIATION 


And ito such as curse me let my 
soul be dumb. 


HESE words are well known 

within their context in that 

beautiful paragraph read at 
the end of every Amida and com- 
mences with the petition “O my 
God; guard my soul from evil.” 
it is, of course, a counsel of per- 
fection, but it can at least serve as 
a guide by which we can measure 
our own imperfect standards. 


The most tragic human problem 
is the hate tormented soul of man. 
For the average man shows a great 
capacity for hate and little for 
love. Day after day he is Keyed 
up for his part in the maddening 
competitive struggle for which he 
has sharpened his ability . to 
obstruct and fight, to hate and to 
attack anyone thought to stand in 
his way. It 1s no wonder that so_ 
many people are torn by inner 


conflicts and hopelessly confused’ 


emotions. 


[NTELLIGENT people know that

‘POULTRY STRIKE IS OFF 


Shochetim undecided over negotiations 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The threatened strike by poultry 
shochetim employed by the London 
Board for Shechita, planned for 
March 13, is off. This news was given 
to the Board. at a meeting on 
Tuesday. | 

Mr. S. Boxer, the President of the 
Board, stated that when talks were 
held’ with the staffs representatives 
on Monday they agreed to withdraw 
their threat to strike, At. Tuesday's 


meeting of the Board, Mr. P. Englard, | 


representing the poultry shochetim’s 
union, stated that.a letter to this effect 
was in the post. 


This announcement does not, how- 
ever, clear up the situation. For. the 
shochetim’s union has still to con- 
sider whether. it will. accept 
decisions of a proposed special com- 
mittee of members of the Board to 

go into the question of wages, hours, 
and conditions, 


. When this question was put to Mr. 
Englard by the Board he stated that 
he would have to consult his union. 
At this stage the Board adjourned its 
meeting to await the. union's 


Increase refused 


The strike was threatened because 
the Board refused to consider an 
application by the shochetim for a 
wage .increase of 124 per cent. 

According to Mr. Englard the 
Jewish public would not have been

This statement caused some con- 


cern at the Board’s meeting, and was 


referred to by Mr. Boxer, who said 
he would ask the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities to inquire into what action 
the poultry staff would have taken in 
defiance of the authority of the Beth 
Din and the Board. | 
When pressed to disclose. what 
arrangements the shochetim would 
make, im the event of a strike, to 


provide poultry to the public, Mr. 
Englard would not comment. | 

Mr, Englard told the Board: that 
his members had. been “very 
patient’ since their first application 
jast June. They -had expressed to the 
Board times how inadequate 
was the pay of the shochetim. They 
had been promised that as soon as 
the dispute with the Federation was 
concluded the Board would consider 
their claims. The last time the Board 
had refiised to negotiate with the 
shochetim the union -executive had 
had to intervene to stop an immediate 
strike taking place. 


Maximum wage 
According to THE Jewish 


CHRONICLE, said Mr. Englard, poultry 
shochetim received a Maximum 


weekly wage of £20 8s, 6d. for an 


18-hour week. Some did, but there 
were shochetim earning £14 to £16... 


He also stressed that the shochetim — 


were concerned about the price of 
kosher meat. He said this after Mr. 
E. Nabarro had expressed the view 
that if would be wrong for the Board 
to consider increases ih wages while 
the Chief Rabbi's committee’ of 
inquiry into kosher meat trade 
was. sitting. 
“We have not had a chance to 
explain how we get. mereases 


without increasing the price of meat,” . 


said Mr. Englard.. “ We believe that 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE does not 
know all the facts and that the 
Jewish: pubhe does not realise the 
conditions of the shochetim .

M.P.’s request to 
Government

GLASGOW 


Sir Leslie Plummer, Labour M.P. 
for Deptford, will ask the Govern- 
ment to take ‘steps to prevent any 
outbreaks of antisemitism in this 


country during the Eichmann trial. 


He stated his intention to do this 
on Sunday when he spoke on The 
Lesson of the Eichmann Case at a 


_ meeting held at the Central Hotel, 


Glasgow, under the auspices of the 
local branch of the World Jewish 
Congress. Dr. Jack Miller presided. 

Sir Leslie warned that the trial 
might provoke reactionary trouble 
throughout the world. He referred 
to the international fascist conference 
which was planned to be held in 
London in May to coincide with the 
trial, and called upon the .Govern- 
ment to ban #. He added a warning 
that, if the conference did take place. 
the working people of Condon ‘would 
object so strongly that the scenes 
outside the Belgian Embassy the 
previous: week would be a mere 
tea-party in Comparison. 


Replica of trial 


He also stated that he hoped to 
organise a replica of the Eichmann 
trial which would be staged in a 
large hall in London. People would 
be invited to come and see the salient 
points of evidence being given. This 
would enable them to appreciate to 
the full the crimes which had been 
committed by Eichmann and - his 
fellow-Nazis. Unless the lesson Was 
learned, there would be a danger that 
such things might be repeated, even 
if not on such a vast scale. 3 

The African countries and Mr. 
Nehru, thought Sir Leslie, would 
learn from the Eichmann case. some- 
thing of what the Jews had suffered 
at the hands of the Nazis: this 
might have an effect on their attitude 
towards Israel. 

Sir Leslie-also expressed the hope 
that the trial would demonstrate 
to the countries. where ex-Nazis were 
‘still. holding positions of power that 
world opimon was horrified that such 
things should continue. He had no 
hesitation in referring in. this connec- 
tion to Herr Alfred Krupp. It was

PHARAOH’S HOST 
CAUGHT IN BOG 


Interpretation of Exodus 
Story

A natural explanation for the 
miraculous escape of the children of - 
Israel, when the waters of the Red 
Sea: divided to let them through to 
dry land and then closed again to 
drown “all the host of Pharaoh,” 
was offered in the religious pro- 
gramme “Viewpoint” on BBC. 
television last week. 

According to this explanation al 
the details of the Red Sea diced. 
as described in the Book of Exodus. 
are accurate, except that the event 
actually took place not in the Red 
Sea itself but in the Wadi El Arish, 
on the northern coast of. the Sinai 

€ theory was advanced by Mr. 
W. R_ Todd, whose 
based, first, on the fact that the 
rendering of the Biblical words “ yam 
suf” into Red Sea was mistaken, 
since they actually meant “ reed sea 
and, secondly, on an incident which. 
occurred to British troops who were 
chasing the Turks in 
Arish in 1916. 

Mr. Todd showed a map of the 
area and pointed out a lagoon called 
Bardwil Fisheries: He said that what 


_ Was really a dried mud pan, six to 


ten feet below sea-level, was nowa- 
days kept flooded to form a mullet 
fishery. But in its natural state it 
was filled with sea water only when 
rare gales flooded the. 
depression. In between storms the 
water evaporated in the hot sun. 
yhen a British mounted force 
entered the wadi in 1916 and. rode 
across the mud pan to bathe’ in the 
sea, a wind. suddenly arose, clouds. 
appeared, and the horses showed a 
Strange reluctance to move on. As 
torrential rain broke, the troops 
reached a sand bar, where they spent 
the whole night. “The next morning 
they saw that .the sea had broken 
through, flooding the mud pan with 
water all around them, only the sand 
bar remaining dry,” 


Shepherd’s ruse

claimed Todd. was 
exactly what happened the 
children of Israel fled: from the 
Egyptians. 


Moses, who had ‘shepherded his 
father-in-law’s flocks for 20 years, he 
argued, would have known that the 
mud pan was liable to sudden flood- 
ing. 
and: their pursuers would be sound 
tactics.” 

What happened, then, was this : 
_ While the Israelites were on the dry 
sand bar (which. is what the Bible 
meant by saying they were “in the 
midst. of the sea”), the pursuing 
Egyptians, unaware of the danger, 
entered what looked to them like a 
dry mud pan. But underneath there 
was “a. tremendous bog, in which 
they were. caught.” the Bible 
explained: it “took off. their chariot 
wheels.” | 

In the meantime the sea waters 
were breaking in and raising the level 
of the lagoon. “And the water 
returned and covered the chariots 
and the horsemen, and all the host 
of Pharaoh . .. there remained not. 
so much as one of them.”

A suggestion that there should be 
a British Council of Synagogues, 
which could perhaps bring about 
co-ordination between the Orthodox 
and Progressive sections of Anglo- 
Jewry, has been made by Mr. A. L 
Polack, Education Officer of the 
Council of Christians and Jews.

A new Reform Jewish community 
set i a London suburb and com- 
prising 500 families was envisaged by 
Rabbi Alan. Miller when he addressed 
a meeting organised by the West 
London Synagogue last week at 33 
Seymour Place, W.1. 


Rabbi Miller’s name for this new 
community was “Jewtopia” and, he 
claimed, it Was realisable in their life- 
time. It would be a composite com- 
munity where parents and children 
went to synagogue as a family unit; 
where members would be positive 
Reform Jews; where 15 teachers 
would be needed for Hebrew classes, 
but that they should be teachers in 
both secular and Jewish subjects : 
and where it would not be considered 
abnormal for a Jewish child to go to 
a Gentile school and be in. the 
minority.

Jud 
Sparrow's books are more in the 
nature of well-intentioned propaganda 
for a country he loves and a young 
monarch whom he greatly admires, 
and to whose courage and ability 
Professor Gabrieli also pays tribute. 
In view of the facilities which have 
obviously been granted to the author 
of.“ Modern Jordan” and “ Hussein 
of Jordan,” it is not without interest 
to observe his surprisingly optimistic 
view that “Arab-Israeli peace to 
supplant the present armistice is not 
far ahead.” He thinks that this could 
be secured on the basis of Israel 
agreeing to accept 300,000 refugees 
over a period of six years and making 
her: contribution,. through the inter- 
mediary of the United Nations, 
towards the cost of compensating and 
resettling the remainder. If this 
should be King Hussein’s present line 
of thought, we are given no indica- 
tion of the probable reaction to such 
a scheme of Jordan's powerful and 
unscrupulous neighbours.

“The Mediterranean Lands,” by 
D. S. Walker, supplies the geographi- 
cal information which is required for 
a proper understanding of the pro-— 
blems of the Mediterranean basin. 
Written primarily for the sixth forms 
of grammar and public schools, it ts 
as comprehensive as.is possible within 
the limits imposed by a single volume 
of some 500 pages covering a very. 
wide area. The author has: rightly 
acknowledged the overlap between 
history and geography, but: “the 
historical) element has. been intro- 
duced. obliquely and... incidentally, 
mainly in hope of stimulating 
further study.” .

religious woman, who taught him to 
believe. that all human beings are

Healing profession 
Zamenhof was an  oculist who 
deliberately’ chose to practise his 
healing profession in the poorest 


Jewish quarter of Warsaw during the 
years of Tsarist oppression. © Without 
wealth or influence and in times. of 
national chauvinism, he yet managed 
to spread his ideas far and wide. He 
died broken-hearted during the First 
World War in 1917, and was buried 
inthe Jewish cemetery in Warsaw. 

During the Second World War, 
the Nazis specially attacked 
Esperanto, because it had been 
created by a Jew and was. inter- 
nationalist and humanitarian in its 
objectives. All known suppoifters of 
ihe cause sullered in varying degrees. 
Among the victims and martyrs were 
Zamenhof's three children: his son 
was shot by the Nazis in a mass 


execution, and his two daughters 
perished in Treblinka extermination 


Yet the final note of this book is 
one of triumph, for it records that 
Zamenhof’s greatest victories were 
achieved long after his death. And 
the author oy quotes from Israel 
Zangwill’s tribute: “If he sought to 
undo the curse of Babel, it was in 
order to bring the peace of 
Jerusalem.”

The Greek Prime Minister’s Office’ 


has instructed the Foreign Ministry to 
give careful consideration to clainis 


by Greek Jews for compensation for 


persecution under the Nazis. 

This follows the submission of a 
memorandum on the subject to the 
Premier, Mr. Karamanlis, by repre- 
sentatives of all Greek Jewish com- 
munities, 

The memorandum expressed the 
hope that the Government would 
not discriminate against those Jews 
who were held as hostages, or other 
Jewish victims of Nazi persecution 
during the war, when distributing the 
115 million marks (about £10 million) 
Greece by the Federal 
German Republic as compensation. 

A Bill tabled in Parliament pro- 
vides for the payment of about £40 to 
heirs of any person killed, or who 


died from ill-treatment, during the 
Nazi occupation from 1941-1945. 
Hostages and prisoners who were 


detained for more than six months 
would receive approximately £6 for 
every month of detention. 
“Whatever the amount of com- 
nsation,” the memorandum says, 
‘it will constitute moral recognition 


by the German Reich of the crime of 


genocide committed by the Nazis.”

South African protests

JOHANNESBURG 
All Members of Parliament were 
last week sent a memorandum pre- 
pared by the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies on the Private 
Bill to amend the constitution of the 
University of the Orange Free State. 
The Bill is’ now having its secon 

reading in. Parliament. 
The Board’s memorandum protests 
against the Bill, and expresses the 
fear that it might be the beginning of 
religious intolerance in South Africa. 
The English Press throughout the 
country supports the arguments of the 
Board and adds a few of theit own. 
Since 1916 it has -been a. principle 
in South African University Law that 


nobody should be kept out of a 
university—either as a student or 
teacher—-because of his religious 


beliefs. This principle has become 
known as the Conscience Clause. — 

The Private Bill before Parliament 
now seeks to do two things: remove 
the Conscience Clause from the Free 
State University’s constitution as it 
affects teaching. stafl—not students-— 
and to lay down that: this: university 
“shall be based on Protestant 
Christian principles.” This means 
that Roman Catholics’ as well as 
Jews and agnostics can: be kept off 
the staff.

The Board's memorandum, which 
received wide publicity in the English 
Press, includes the following points : 
(a) if the Conscience Clause were 
dropped there would be a precedent 
for similar abolitions at other univer- 
sities and (b) the express discrimina- 
tion against certain religious denomi- 
nations at a secular institution for 
higher learning financed by State 
funds runs counter to the South 
African’ Prime Minister’s solemn 
assurance of: guaranteed religious 
freedom to all. 

Behind the move to have the Con- 
science Clause dropped is the most 
Dutch Reformed 
Churches in the Orange Free. State, 
the Nederduitse Gereformeerde Kerk, 
which has issued a statement noting 
with concern the protests against the 
Bill before. Parliament. The state- 
ment says that the university’s deci- 
sion “to place itself on a Protestant 
Christian basis” is in agreement with 
a request of the synod of the Church 
in the Free State.

TEACHING GERMANS 
DEMOCRACY 


Engel’s proposals 
From a Correspondent 


WASHINGTON 

A “ negative feeling” among a 
large section of German educationists 
towards psychology and the social 
sciences generally was noted here at. 
the Conference on Germany by Dr. 
Max Horkheimer, Director of the 
Institute of Social Research at Frank- 
fort and member of the advisory 
committee on political education to 
the West German Government. 

Dr. Horkheimer, a member of the 
panel on education at the Conference 
and a consultant to the .American 
Jewish Committee, called for greater 
emphasis in German education for 
democracy on ‘what he called a 
‘human approach” to teaching. 

Another member of the panel, Mr. 
Irving Engel, former President of the 
American Jewish Committee, sug- 
gested a series of proposals to help 
develop education for democracy in 
Germany. He gave a warning against 
the danger of “isolated teaching” of 
Nazi history to German youth since 
by itself “this could only create large- 
scale situations of guilt.” He said that 
the teaching of the Nazi period 
should be in the larger context of 
education to develop students’ 
attitudes, 


Training educationists, 


Mr. Engel’s proposals included the 

following: (1) continuing and 

growing flow of visits from top level 

educationists for programme studies 

in the U.S.A. 

(2) Establishment. of an Institute of. - 
Advanced. Study in’ Germany for 

teachers and social! scientists to train 

educationists and to be. staffed: by 

visiting professors from the Western 

democracies, 
(3) Development. of a “ growing 

elite. of educational excellence”. in 

Germany to advance standards in the 

field of education for democracy. 


(4) Recruitment of U.S.A, teachers 
to jom German. faculties for a certain. 
period to make available to both 
faculties and student bodies the direct 
experience. of . American teaching 
methods. 

(5) Fimancial support for. the pro- 
gramme to come. from sources in 
Germany. itself, 


Mr. Engel reported that j in the past 
year Germany’ had shown “ evidence 
of. progress” in educating its youth 
along democratic lines. 


ANTISEMITISM STILL 
PERSISTS

“ The whole weight of the [Federal 
German} Government's authority is 
thrown on the side of democracy. and 
against antisemitism,” but despite. this 
antisemitism is not dead in Germany, 
says a report issued by ‘the B'nai 
Brith ‘Anti-Defamation League. 

The :A.D.L. last year sent a ten- 
member team to investigate’ anti- 
gsemitism in the Fedgral Republic and. 
Berlin, following the swastika-smear- 
ing campaign. 

It is unreasonable to expect that 
only 15 years after the death of Hitler 
the Germans should have shaken off 
the effects of 12 years of systematic 
Nazi indoctrination, the 
Ex-Nazis are found everywhere. The 
roots. of antisemitism in West. Ger- 

many go so deep that it is impossible 
to pull them. out in one generation. 
To eradicate all traces of it from the 
German spirit requires the concen- 
‘trated efforts of men of good will. 

The report notes that every anti- 
semitic outbreak is severely.dealt. with 
and friendly feelings towards the Jews 
is also discernible. 

Referring to the progress of démo- 
cracy in Germany the report says 
that among ordinary citizens there js 
a marked lack of political initiative 
and the German waits upon his 
Government to act.” “One wonders 
how long a people can preserve its 
freedom when the Government js its 
conscience,” the report comments.

DECLINE OF SYRIAN 


JEWRY 


From a Correspondent 


The ‘Jewish population of the 
Lebanon has risen from 3,000 in 1947 
to 9,000 today, a member of the 
Beirut. Jewish Com aal Board 
stated in London this week. The 
increase was due largely to the immi- 


gration of Syrian Jews into the 
country. 

There now. remained in Syria, he. 
said, about. 2,000 Jews. Most were 


in Aleppo, but there were still about 
500 in Damascus. Syrian Jews, who 
were Te arded by the authorities as 
Zionists,’ were denied 
freedom of movement not 
entitled to passports. 

The education of Jewish children 
in Syria presented great difficulties. 
In Damascus the Kadoorie School 
was long ago taken over by the 
Government and Jewish parents were 
obliged .to send their children to 
Syrian schools, where, of course, 
there was no Jewish religious instruc- 
tion. In Aleppo the school run’ by

the Alliance Israélite Universelle was 


closed down years ago. 

In. Beirut about 750. children 
attended the “ Alliance” school. The 
suesans of .a spiritual leader for the 
Jewish community, however. made it 
difficult. in present conditions to 
promote Jewish religious education 
and strengthen the religious ties of 
the community.

REMIER BEN-GURION'S present inability 
to find the coalition partners he needs to 
form a new Government exemplifies the 
serious political crisis still plaguing the State of 
Israel. Though it was brought to a head over 
what appeared to be a personal clash between 


two Israel Workers’ Party (Mapai) leaders, David | 


Ben-Gurion and Pinhas Lavon, the crisis isthe 
result of underlying strains and stresses in Israeli 
society which were bound to find expression in 
one form or another. 


First in magnitude is the struggle inside Mapai 
itself. This is far more than a question. of 
personalities. It was inevitable that the old 
Labour-Zionist political aristocracy, with its 


ideological and manipulative approach, should 


find its supremacy challenged increasingly by the 
new administrative and military managerial class, 
which puts State above party. Mr. Lavon took 
the leadership of that section of the “ old guard” 
which was unwilling to contemplate the possi- 


bility of Ben-Gurion’s entrenching the “ young 
guard” so securely in power that by the time he 
eventually relinquished the reins it would be. too 


late to contest thelr succession. 


“Mr. Ben-Gurion’s prestige. proved strong 
enough to defeat this challenge, but at consider- 
able cost. Rivalry inside Mapai mingled with 
and exacerbated the antagonism felt by all other 
parties—inside the. Government: and. outside— 
towards the colossus... They lent their support 


POLITICAL DEADLOCK ISRAEL 


‘to Mr. Lavon from mixed motives: some because 


he stood for the sfatus quo in economic and 
political institutions, whereas Mr. Ben-Gurion 
favoured further concentration of political and 
economic activity in the hands of the State; 
others because they feared the excessive power 
of one man; and yet others because it offered 
a chance to break Mapai’s ever-growing 


preponderance. 


By their refusal to join a Government under 
Mr. Ben-Gurion the minor parties have succeeded 


in bringing about a political deadlock, as a result — 


of .which, failing last-minute changes, the 
Knesset is to be. dissolved and: fresh elections 
held. It is difficult to see how fresh general elec- 
tions, if they are held, can lead to a way out of 
the crisis. A good deal of money will be spent, 
rash claims and promises and unwarranted attacks. 
will be made, vital administrative and economic 
decisions will be held in abeyance, and at the end 
the balance of forces in the Knesset will be 
virtually identical with the present one. 

A deadlock of this kind can do Israeli demo- 
cracy little good in the eyes of her own citizens 
or the world at large. No reasonable person 


outside the country would wish to take sides or 


suggest solutions. But it is undoubtedly ‘the 
sentiment of the community here and throughout 


‘the Diaspora that Israel’s political leaders should 


awaken to a sense of responsibility and find a 


quick, dignified, and viable solution to their crisis 


while there. is still time to do so. 


‘JUSTICE AND JUDGES 


It is.unavoidable that in a trial like Eichmann’s 


the court and prosecuting autherities should 


come under no less scrutiny than the accused. 
Phis 18, in many ways, to the good, since Israel’s 
legal system is one that many. older-established 


States could be justly proud of. But since the 


scrutiny will be hyper-critical, it behoves the Israeli 
authorities to be scrupulously careful. The choice 
of judges has inevitably come under fire.- The 
complaint that all the judges chosen’ might. be 


prejudiced because they themselves were refugees 


from Germany is quite inadmissible. The crimes 
of which Eichmann is accused are. repugnant to 
all civilised human beings and it might therefore 
equally be argued that no civilised judge would 
be unprejudiced. Moreover, there’ is. ample 
reason “for -confidence in the capacity of 
Israel's judges to. eschew personal inthe 
performance of their duties. However, though 
there is. no justification for casting aspersions on 
Judge Benjamin Halevy’s judicial qualities, one 
can synypathise with the doubts of the Minister 
of Justice as to the desirability of his sitting for 
this particular case; in view of the fact that he 
ried. the “Kastner Case,” which was based 
throughout on the explicit. assumption of 
Fichmann’s guilt.. The Israeli authorities, as well 


as Judge Halevy himself, might yet reconsider :

that justice should tanifestly appear to. be done 


COMMON GROUND 


The proposal was advanced at a recent brains 


trust for the establishment. of a British Council 
of Synagogues to-effect: some measure of col- 
laboration between the Orthodox and Progressive 
sections of the. community. It is much to be 
hoped that this proposal will not be dismissed 
as impracticable but: will receive the serious con- 
sideration which it deserves.

No one expects the Kennedy 
administration to perform miracles 
and to remove overnight tensions 
that have existed for well over a 
decade. But there is undeniably 
some optimism among American 
Jews that Kennedy's energetic team 
will make real efforts to bring peace 
and stability to the Middle East.

DEADLOCK ISRAEL 


REMIER BEN-GURION’S present inability 

to find the coalition partners he needs to 

form a new Government exemplifies the 
serious political crisis still plaguing the State of 
Israel. Though it was brought to a head over 
what appeared to be a personal clash between 
two Israel Workers’ Party (Mapai) leaders, David 
Ben-Gurion and Pinhas Lavon, the crisis is the 
result of underlying strains and stresses in Israeli 
society which were bound to find expression in 
one form or another. 


First in magnitude is the struggle inside Mapai 


itself. This is far more than a question of 
personalities. It was inevitable that the old 
Labour-Zionist political aristocracy, with its 


ideological. and manipulative approach, should: 


find its supremacy challenged increasingly by the 
new administrative and military managerial class, 
which puts State above party. Mr. Lavon took 
the leadership of that section of the “ old guard” 
which. was unwilling to contemplate the possi- 
bility of Ben-Gurion’s entrenching the “ young 
guard’ so securely in power that by the time he 


eventually relinquished the reins it would be too” 


late to contest their succession. | 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s prestige proved. strong 
enough to defeat this challenge, but at. consider- 
_ able cost. Rivalry inside Mapai mingled. with 
and exacerbated the antagonism.felt by all other 
parties+-inside the Government and outside— 
-towards the colossus. They lent their support 


of which, 


to Mr. Lavon from mixed motives: some because 
he stood for the status quo in economic and 
political institutions, whereas Mr. Ben-Gurion 


favoured further concentration of political and. 


economic activity in the hands of the State; 
others because they feared the excessive power 
of one man; and yet others because it offered 
a chance to break Mapai’s ever-growing 
preponderance. 


By their refusal to join a Government under 
Mr. Ben-Gurion the minor parties have succeeded 
in bringing about a political deadlock, as a result 
failing last-minute changes, the 
Knesset is to be dissolved and fresh elections 
held. It is difficult to see how fresh general elec- 
tions, if they are held, can lead to a way out of 
the crisis. A good deal of money will be spent, 
rash claims and promises and unwarranted attacks 
will be made, vital administrative and economic 
decisions .will be held in abeyance, and at the end 
the balance of forces in the Knesset will be 
virtually identical with the present. one. 


A. deadlock of this kind can do Israeli demo- 


cracy little good in the eyes of her own citizens 
or the world at large. No reasonable person 


outside the country would wish to take sides or 


suggest solutions. _ But it is undoubtedly the 


sentiment of the community here and throughout 


the Diaspora that: Israel’s political leaders should 
awaken to a sense of responsibility and find a 
quick, dignified, and viable solution to their crisis 
while there is still time to do so. | 


JUSTICE AND JUDGES 

It is unavoidable that in a trial like Eichmann’s 
the court and prosecuting authorities should 
come under no less scrutiny than the. accused. 
This is, .in many ways, to the good, since Israel's 
legal system is one that many older-established 
States could be justly proud of. But since the 
scrutiny will be hyper-critical, it behoves the Israeli. 
authorities to be scrupulously careful. The choice 
of judges has inevitably come under fire. The 
complaint that. all the judges chosen might. be 
prejudiced because they themselves were refugees 
from Germany is quite inadmissible. The crimes 
of which Eichmann is accused are repugnant to 
all civilised human beings and it might therefore 
equally be argued that no civilised judge would 
be unprejudiced. - Moreover, there is. ample 
reason. for confidence in the capacity — of 
Israel's judges to eschew personal feelings in the 
performance of their duties. However, though 
there is no justification for casting aspersions on 
Judge Benjamin Halevy’s judicial qualities, one 
can sympathise with the doubts of the Minister 
of Justice as to the desirability of his sitting for 
this particular case, in view of the fact that he 
tried the “Kastner Case,” ‘which was based 
throughout on the explicit assumption — of 
Eichmann’s guilt. The Israeli authorities, as well 
as Judge Halevy himself, might yet reconsider 
the question while there is time to do so, for this 
is pre-eminently a case in which it is essential 
that justice should manifestly appear to be done 


COMMON GROUND 


The proposal was ‘advanced at a recent brains 
trust for the establishment of a British Council 
of Synagogues to effect some measure of col- 
laboration between the Orthodox and Progressive 
sections of the community. It is much to be 
hoped that this proposal will not be dismissed 
as impracticable but will receive the serious con- 
sideration which it deserves. The embittered and 
virulent controversies which are conducted 
between the different sections—and often, indeed, 
between opposing groups within the same section 
-——are a scandal to the whole community and 
excite the particular disgust of our young people. 
Instead of being the unifying factor which it 
Ought to be, religion often has the very opposite 
effect among us. 
that different religious interpretations and_prac- 
tices should exist in our midst; and it would be 
wrong to overlook or blur those differences. But 
there is surely a sufficiency of religious ideals— 
and also of religious problems—which all trends 
share, to justify the foundation of a common plat- 
form for religious leadership. Recently we reported 
a conference in Strasbourg in which Orthodox, 
Reform, and Liberal representatives from  dif- 
ferent European countries participated. The 
Synagogue Council of America and the important 
Jewish Education Committee of New York both 
combine all religious trends. It is both possible 
and desirable for British Jewry to act likewise.

GUARDIANS’ APPEAL. 


Two. recent appeals before the community 
provide a sharp contrast. The annual J.P.A. 
campaign has had a brilliantly successful open- 
ing while on the other. hand, the Board of 
Guardians’ Appeal Dinner, which took place last 
week, failed to bring the comparatively modest 
response that was expected. There is, of course, 
no possible conflict between Israeli and Anglo- 
Jewish causes. Both can claim the unhesitating 
support of the whole community, and it is note- 
worthy that many J.P.A. supporters have also 
contributed to the Guardians’ appeal. Yet there 


_ are some members of the community, including 


those with a fine tradition of family service, who 
are not doing their duty. 
conspicuous in the support of Israeli causes, they 


might be expected to make substantial -benefac- 


tions to our home charities, but they have not 
responded to either cause. After more than a 
century of devoted social service, the Board of 
Guardians _ remains today the. community's 
premier charitable organisation. | Despite the 
advent of the Welfare State, the Board continues 
to do a remarkable amount of. beneficent.work 
for thousands of the aged, the young: and the 
infirm. This cause should appeal to all- Jews 
who are influenced by the Jewish teaching of 
rachmanut—compassion—and we warmly com- 
mend to them the Guardians’ appeal.

Christianity and Antisemitis 


Sirn,—In reply to Mr. Noel (who 


wrote in your February 17 issue) let . 


me make my position clear. I dislike 
condemning a book, and usually send 
it back with the statement that I 
would prefer not to review jt.. Buta 
reviewers duty is fo the reading 
public, not to author or publisher. 
He does his duty to .the latter if 
he is honest to the former. In this 
case the book dealt with a subject 
with which I have been dealing for 
many years, and it was precisely 
because no ordinary member of the 
public would see that it was “evil 
nonsense’ that I felt it my duty 
to warn them, and I added that I was 
sure that both author and introducer 
were much better than their book. 
Because | was a Christian, I felt that 
it was up to me to say it about the 
book of another Christian, and not to 
hand the responsibility to a Jewish 
scholar. 

Basically the thesis of the -book is 
false, because there are no pre- 
Christian. .or post-Christian — anti- 
semitic massacres. Antisemitism is a 
Christian. creation, and the very 


divisions of the book seek to evade. 


this responsibility. That is what I 
call evil nonsense—-nonsense because 
it is factually untrue, evil Because’ it 
always. occurs at a point where it 


deflects attention from the complete-— 


ness of. Christian. responsibility. 
Massacres of one’s enemy in war may 


- be deplorable, but they are not com- 


parable to the massacres produced by 
Christian teaching about Jews. and 
Judaism. The war with Rome = in 
C.E. 70 is quite irrelevant fo the issue: 
it is not “pre-Christian” antisemitism. 
Nor js there “ post-Christian” anti- 
semitism. Hitler learned his anti- 
semitism from Karl Lueger, Christian 
Burgomaster of Vienna, whose openly 
antisemitic party received the blessing 
of Pope Leo XIII. 

It is therefore in my opinion “ evil 
nonsense’ to produce such a sen- 
tence as that (p. 124) “the pogrom of

metal you will scratch the under- 
surface, after which grime becomes 
engrained and quite impossible to 
remove. To cleanse very grubby 
nails, rake them lightly across a 
cake of soap, wait a few minutes, 
then scrub out the soap with a soft 
nailbrush and warm water. 

Only very strong nails can stand 
up to constant immersion in strong 
solutions of detergent. It’s wisest 
to wear protective gloves both for 
washing up and for rough work. 
Gardening is particularly bad for 
the nails, as contact with damp 
earth is dreadfully drying. 

So much for finger nails—now 
what about toes? Pedicure is very

House of Judah fled for safety into 
another land.” The Irish legend 
seems to bear out the prophecy of 
Jeremiah that “the remnant that 
had escaped of the Royal House 
of Judah shall again take root 
downward and bear fruit upward.” 


Jacob’s stone 


It is not altogether impossible 
that a daughter of the last King 
of Judah did find her. way to 
Ireland, then known as Innisfail 
(Island of Destiny), which country 
was well known to Egyptian and 
Phoenician mariners. 

Legend relates that the Princess 
Tara, with some of her people, 
brought with her to Ireland the 
“Stone of Destiny.”’ Hebrew tradi- 
tion states it was the stone on 


It would therefore be unnatural, 
with these sad experiences: fresh in 
their minds, for Moroccan Jewry 
at this juncture fiot- to be gravely 
perturbed over their future under 
the new King. 

_ Fortunately, his record in respect 
of the Jewish minority has been, 
at least during the last few months 
when he was called to share in 
the Government as his father’s 
deputy, a clear one. 
Prince. Moulay Hassan that he 
established direct contact with his 
father’s Jewish subjects. In 1957 
the Prince and heir to the throne 
paid an official visit to the syna- 
gogue at Casablanca and: attended 
service on Yom Kippur. This was 
a revolutionary step. For centuries, 
few Moroccan rulers or members 
of their family had ever entered 
the mellah; still less a synagogue. 
To the Moroccan Jews this was a 


‘sign of friendship and tolerance of 


the most progressive nature. 

When I visited Rabat last year 
I heard much praise for the young 
prince, whose popularity among the 
Jews was general. Even after he 
visited Egypt and returned greatly 
impressed by Nasser’s military 
power, Prince’ Moulay 
continued to maintain his relations 
with Jews, and there were occa- 
sions. when some of 
notable leaders were invited to the 
palace. He was known -to be in 
friendly contact with Dr. Leon 
Ben Zaquen, who for a short time 
after Morocco became independent 
was Minister of Posts. | 


Encouragement 


This: friendship of. the Prince 
with a former. Jewish Minister. of 
his father’s Cabinet has. continued 
uninterrupted. It.1is khown to have 
been a real source of encourage- 
ment to many Jews in the country 
at large, especially in their decision 


to make a vigorous protest against 


the. harsh police measures of the 


last few weeks. It had even 
encouraged Moroccan Jewry to 
appeal for. protection to King 


Mohammed in a more vigorous 
manner than they had ever dared 
before. 


That he will need the loyalty of.

removed it to Scotland when he 


became the King of Argyle in 
437 ck. For more than 800 years 
each King of Scotland was crowned 
on it, until it was taken away to 
London by King Edward I, in 1298. 

Some years ago a secret society 
was formed in Ireland for the 
purpose of smuggling the “Stone 
of Destiny ” to Ireland, whence it 
was to be returned to Jerusalem. 
The scheme failed, and later the 


‘Scots had the same idea. Their 


plot failed... Further Irish 
legends relate that the “Stone of 
Destiny’ will be | eventually 


restored to the Israelites, and same 


day will again. be set up in Its 
rightful place in the rebuilt City 
of Jerusalem. 


Arrival of Jeremiah 


Ten diflerent Irish historians 
mention that a Hebrew teacher or 
prophet” came 
S80 B.c.e, with a daughter of King 
Zedekiah and members of the 
Royal House of Judah. They had 
the Halls. of Tara built. This 
Hebrew prophet is said to have been 
none other than Jeremiah, whose 
medallion was carved in stone tn 
the High Courts of Justice <in 
Dublin, but erased tn a_ battle 
during the 1916 Rebellion. The 
prophet was known as the Ollamh 
(law-giver) and Brehon (Judge) and 
adviser to the High Kings of 
Ireland. King Heremon was. then

Jewish Queen was crowned on ithe 
“Stone of Destiny.” Jeremiah is 
held to have been her teacher and 
religious instructor. He helped to 


formulate. the Laws of = Ireland 
according to the Ten Command- 
ments.

THE HON. MRS. MONTAGU 


The death occurred in London last 


week of Firenza Montagu, the widow 


of Mr. Gerald S. Montagu, and a 
prominent -leader in the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organisation. 

Mrs. Montagu was a member of 
the distinguished Sephardi family of 
Costellos, Her father was the late 
Percy M. Costello, of the London 
Stock Exchange.

CONVERSION OF REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


Srr,—In view of the serious alle- 
gations made by Dr. Zwi Werblowsky 
in his letter published in your issue 
of December 30, which impugns the 
testimony of various speakers at the 
annual meeting of the British Com- 
mittee of Keren Yaldenu, they caused 
an investigation of the facts to be 
made in Israel. | 

Your correspondent maintained it 
was “simply untrue” that Keren 
Yaldenu had to buy Jewish children 
back from the missions.  Further- 
more, according to Dr. Werblowsky, 
“the idea that children can be held 
by missionaries until ransom is paid 
is too fantastic to require refutation.” 

Whereas many Christian missions 
are certainly not indulging in such 
practices, we are in possession of 
such receipts, a photographic copy 
of which is enclosed with this letter. 

The facts reported at the annual 
meeting, which he queries, are well 
authenticated. The Chief Rabbi and 
the Haham are satisfied that the 
work of Keren Yaldenu in counter- 
ing the activities of the missionaries 
is of the utmost importance. In 
particular do. we object to Dr. 
Werblowsky’s remarks. that Lady 
Henriques had made an untrue state- 
ment and we leave it to your readers, 
who are familiar with her work, to 
draw their own conclusions. - 

Had Dr. Werblowsky taken the 
trouble to call at the office of Keren 
Yaldenu, in Jerusalem, he could 
have seen the receipts for the pay- 
ment for these children when they 
were removed from «the Mission 
Schools, and it would have been 


wiser for him to verify. the facts 


before accusing others of not telling 
the. truth.

Would it be justified to carry on an 
alarm propaganda designed to create 
the impression that all children have 
to be ransomed in order to be “ saved ” 
from.“ the’ missionaries ? 

Stull, 1 would not waste time on a 
hypothetical “if.” The point is that 
the allegation is © untrue. Parents 
entreat a Christian institution to accept 
their children because no Jewish insti- 
tution is prepared to help them, Very 
often the parents do not pay the sum 
agreed upon for board and lodging, or 
they fail to turn up again, or they even 
leave the country. It has happened 
that the children transferred by Keren 
Yaldenu to other homes were “ saved ”’ 
because the Christian institution con- 
cerned insisted on the child going to 
a Jewish institution. But when the 
parents or the social worker claiming to 
be authorised to deal with the child 
appear, it is only natural that the bill 
is presented. There is not the slightest 
evidence to prove that the return of a 
child was’ ever made conditional on pay- 
ment.—Ed. J.C,”

But the 
story, although based on a true life, 
is never obtrusive enough to swamp 
the superb. dancing, singing, and 
colour this jazz musical abundantly 
offers, None of the principals has 
much of a voice and the lyrics are 
lost, but this lack is compensated by 
the male chorus in a traditional Road 
Song that bears favourable compari- 
son with anything the West End has 


heard for many a long day. The 


male choir is professionally perfect. 
In fact, all the scenes of authentic 
South African life are brilliant, 
especially the penny whistle song of 
Lemmy “ Special’ Mabaso, a ragged 
14-year-old urchin obviously destined 
to be another Louis Armstrong. He 
enchanted the entire house. His 
mother, however, was somewhat less 
enchanted and in a delightful vignette 
scolds him in their native tongue with 
the universal intonation and gestures 
of implacable mothers everywhere. 
Applause was still ringing for Lemmy 
and his: mother into. the next scene, 
but although the show would be 
worth seeing for them alone, there 
is much more to captivate the 
audience.

HABIMAH TO VISIT 
BRITAIN 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Israel’s national theatre company, 
Habimah, is expected to visit London 
and perhaps some of the larger pro- 
vineial centres next June. 


The whole ensemble will be 
brought over by Mr. Peter Daubeny, 
the impresario, and present plans 
envisage that Habimah will stage 
three or four of its productions here. 

Founded before the First World 
War in Russia by a group of enthu- 
siastic young people inspired by the 
then almost fantastic idea of creating 
a Hebrew theatre even before the 
language itself had become a living 
one, Habimah registered its - first 
triumphs only after the Bolshevik 
Revolution. 


In 1919 Habimah became a State 


theatre in Moscow, and the services 


of the great Russian (non-Jewish) 
theatrical producer, Vakhtangov, were 
made available to it. He moulded 
the style and character of Habimah 
during its stay in the ‘Soviet Union, 
which ended in 1926, and its first 
triumphal tour of Europe and the 
United States which lasted for several 
years. 

In the U.S.A. the company split 
up: A small group, which included 
the founder, Nathan Zemach, 
remained behind, while the other 
members led by the director, Zvi_ 
Friedland, and Hanna Rovina (who 
is still regarded as the first lady of 
the Israeli stage) went to Palestine. 


With the establishment of Israel. 
Habimah once more became a State 
theatre, and its repertoire, of Yiddish 
and Biblical origin in the Soviet 
Manda and classical European in the 

andatory era, became more 

Israeli.” 


“EXODUS” FOR LONDON 
IN MAY.

_ National film critics were the guests

The Eichmann trial is being staged, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion has said so publicly, 
to make sure that a sober, historical 
record of the crimes against the 
Jewish people may be made. Even 
today people deny that these mass 
murders took place. One other 
reason for the trial is to give people 
who were too: young to remember, or

of the facts. 


The world we live in has not 


changed so much. Violence, brutality, 


ractal hatred make up the background 
of our world, exploited sensationally 
every day on the telly and in the 
newspapers. Perhaps the Pichmann 
trial will show the world once and 
for all just how far violence and 
race. hatred can go. 


After Eichmann, what next”? 
Where can young people find a hope 
for the world? Is it through states- 
manship, through psychiatry, of 
through religion that we shall find 
the way to deal with the madmen of 
tomorrow ? 

There is no easy answer. But ‘one 
thing seems clear. We cannot afford 
to be passive. If the Eichmann trial 
can teach us anything, it is that we 
must, everyone of us, keep alive to 
what happens all over the world or 
face the terrible consequences. :

“What may be considered as Algerian Jewry’s reply to an appeal 
to them for support made by the rebels in December, 1959, has been 


published here. 


-In a lengthy article in “ Information Juive,” the official monthly 
organ of Algerian Jewry, M. Jacques Lazarus, one of the leaders 
of the community, recalls the friendly ties which have always existed 


between Algerian. Moslems and 
Jews, particularly at the time of 
the Vichy régime when certain 
French leaders openly tried, but 
without success, to stir up trouble 
between the two groups. 


He further recalls the numerous — 


occasions on which Jewish leaders 
have sought to promote the social 
progress of Algerian Moslems. He 
refers to the many casualties sus- 
tained by the Jews during the years 
of terrorism and the liberal attitude 


ynvariably assumed by. the Jewish 


leaders towards every aspect of the

After noting the ties of sentiment 
which link: Algerian Jewry and Israe 
the writer poses the following ques-

Arab State has acquired indepen-- 


dence. always with the positive vote 
of Israel at. the United, Nations, this 


particular State develops hostile feel- 
ings and often hatred towards its 
Jewish citizens. culminating im such 
horrors as the recént tragedy: of the

M. Lazarus then inquires.: ““How 
can it be admitted that Algerian Jews: 
could be ‘forcibly integrated 
Algerians while Algerian leaders 
claim that they have acepted the prin- 
ciple of -self-determination He 
replies: “It is out of the question. 
to try to force upon us a_prefabri- 
cated choice.”
